NEW YORK m - Tight money 
may not have departed yet but 
there are clearer signs today it is 
at lea.st packing its bags. 
"rtie Federal Reserve Board has 
pumped a little money into the 
commercial banking system-—not 
much, but apparently a little more 
than the Christmas shopping sea­ 
son would seem to require. This 
concrete action follows up iUi ear 
lier signaling of a change of heart 
by cutting its own interest crarges 
to the banks. 
The U.S. 
Treasury 
has 
beei^ 
able to borrow at less than 3 per 
cent. With the exception of two 
W(H‘k s in May this is the only time 
this year the cost hasn’t been 
above that figure, the high point 
being 3.66 per cent Oct. 14. 
Yields on outstanding Treasury 
bonds have been dropping too. 
And the yield for invastors (wi a 
top-rated utility debt offering has 
slipped below 4 per cent for the 
first time in more than a year. 
Demand on the banks for busi 
ness loans has been easing, while 
at 
this time last year it was 
increasing. 
Talk grows that the banks them 
.selves will have to back down 
from the high charges they have 
been making for these loans. This 
may not come until next month, 
a period when demand for loans 
is seasonally low, since bu.siness 
firms and 
Individuals alike are 
more prone then to be paying off 
their debts than to be taking on 
new ones. 
It was the ever-mounting de­ 
mand for loans from all sides— 
governments, 
corporations, 
con­ 
sum ers—that made money tight 
in the first place. The Federal 
Reserve was set on letting it stay 
tight as a means of fighting the 
inflation then under way. 
Tciday’s dip in industrial activ­ 
ity and expan.sion plans and the 
leveling off of consumer demand 
seems to have halted this climb. 
If business dips further the pro­ 
cess may be reversed and tight 
money ease itself out of the pic­ 
ture. with or without much help 
from the Federal Reserve.

psychiatrists, 
psycho lo ­ 
gists. electrical gadgets and jet 
planes, but we co uldn’t get the 
little Italian ditch digger o ut o f a 
ho le in time to save his life. All 
the massed kno wledge we have 
was no t eno ugh to get him o ut 
o f a ho le. 
We as Americans, the speaker 
said, are so mewhat In the same 
fix as ancient Israel. They had a 
war o n their hands and an enemy 
camping near by. We also have 
no t just o ne, but many, lurking 
enemies which if no t defeated will 
destro y us, he said. 
This 
generatio n, 
the 
speaker 
went o n to say, has had the unique 
experience o f seeing and experi­ 
encing the end o f an epo ch and 
the beginning o f a new age. Hin- 
to ry is divided into ages, beginning 
with the ice age in which fo r ^ to ld 
centuries there were 
mammo th 
glaciers creeping fro m the no rth 
carrying ro cks and bo ulders o f tre­ 
mendo us size and men fo llo wed in 
its wake kno wing what was hap­ 
pening, never saw no r were aware 
o f the end o f the ice age. No bo dy 
.saw it becauvse it extended o ver 
several generatio ns, but it i^ew 
into the sto ne age. Here primitive 
man develo ped ideas abo ut weap­ 
o ns and to o ls but never knew when 
the age ended. Then fo llo wed the 
iro n age, and after that the bro nze, 
and each case there was eno ugh 
fo r man to adjust his pattern after 
the new circumsiancfcs that the 
new age bro ught.

Humanity 
as a who le is in a ho le, and o ur 
pro blem beco mes spiritual. Here 
co mes a challenge to ho me and 
parents, to church and scho o l, to
